2. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the first display window is 
launched by a web browser. 

6. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 # wherein the product list is updateable by 
downloading a new product list from a remote computer to the computer. 

7. (Currently amended) A computer memory comprising: 

a listener, the listener including computer-readable program code for detecting the 
opening of a new display window; 

a product list, the product list including a list of computer programs , unique 
identifiers for the computer programs and a description of each of the computer 
programs, the description of each of the computer programs comprising third-party 
information that helps users decide whether they should install a computer program being 
offered for download; 

a display window analyzer, the display window analyzer including computer-readable 
program code for detecting whether the new display window is offering a computer 
program listed in the product list for download; 

a user interface manager, the user interface manager including computer-readable 
program code for displaying third party information about the computer program offered 
in the new display window and listed in the product list. 
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Examiner’s Remarks 

The Boards (BPAI) raised 35 USC 112, second paragraph rejection, BPAI decision 
6/2/08, pgs. 8-9 and 11, has been overcome by the applicant by deleting the broadening term 
"etc" from the specification. Thus, the scope of the claimed window, now, does not broadly 
encompass all means, including future, unknown means for presenting information. 

In the telephone conference 8/27/08 with applicant’s representative, applicant’s 
representative stated, with respect to claim 7, that in claim 7, the act of identifying the computer 
program, including looking up in the product list a CLSID and/or unique identifier of the 
computer program to be downloaded, is inherent and/or is the only way to achieve and/or 
implement claim 7.
